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REMARKS 

Reconsideration and allowance of this application, as amended, is respectfully 
requested. 

This Amendment is in response to the Office Action dated July 28, 2004. 
Appreciation is expressed to the Examiner for the allowance of claims 3 and 1 1 and 
the indication of allowable subject matter in claim 22. 

By the present Amendment, rejected claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 12, 13, 20 and 21 have 
been canceled, without prejudice to the Applicants' right to proceed with the filing of 
these claims in a Continuation application. 

Also by the present Amendment, claim 22 has been rewritten into 
independent form to place it in condition for allowance in light of the indication of 
allowable subject matter for claim 22 set forth in paragraph 10 of the Office Action. 

In addition, dependent claims 5, 7-10 and 14-19 have been amended to 
depend either directly or indirectly from allowed claim 3. As such, these claims 
overcome the objections set forth in paragraph 6 regarding claims 14-19 concerning 
multiple dependency. In addition, it is respectfully submitted that these dependent 
claims should all be in condition for allowance by virtue of their dependence on 
the allowed claim 3. Accordingly, allowance of these dependent claims 5, 7-10 and 
14-19 is respectfully requested. 

In addition, allowance of newly presented claims 23-25 is also respectfully 
requested. These new claims each incorporate the limitations of claim 16 
(dependent upon allowed claim 3). As such, by virtue of containing the allowable 
subject matter from claim 3 as well as the subject from its dependent claim 16, it is 
respectfully submitted that each of claims 23-25 is also in condition for allowance. 
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For the reasons set forth above, allowance of the pending claims 3, 5, 7-11, 



14-19 and 22-25 is respectfully requested.
